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The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Luke’s  Hos¬ 
pital  and  St.  Luke’s  Free  Hospital,  from 
Oct.  i,  1881,  to  Oct.  i,  1882. 


This  is  the  nineteenth  annual  report  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital.  Nineteen 
years  since,  in  the  little  cottage  on  State  street,  we  commenced  the  good 
work  which  has  grown  so  evenly  and  steadily,  has  taken  such' fast  hold  on 
Ike  hearts  of  the  charitable  people  of  Chicago,  and  is  now  so  soon  to  put  off 
its  unsightly  and  inconvenient  abiding  place,  and  put  on  the  vesture  of  a 
beautiful  and  well  arranged  building. 

The  new  Hospital  is  at  last  begun,  and  will  be  rapidly  pushed  to  com¬ 
pletion.  Next  St.  Luke’s  Day,  unless  there  are  unexpected  hindrances,  will 
see  us  in  posession  of  it,  and  wondering  that  we  could  so  long  have  done 
without  it.  It  is  being  built  from  plans  prepared  by  Treat  &  Foltz,  and  the 
utmost  pains  have  Deen  taken  to  have  it  one  of  the  most  perfect  small  hos¬ 
pitals  in  the  countiy.  When  completed  (as  far  as  the  Indiana  avenue  property 
is  concerned)  it  will  consist  of  five  buildings  connected  by  a  corridor. 
Four  of  these  will  be  built  immediately;  the  fifth  one,  which  will  occupy 
the  ground  on  which  the  present  hospital  stands,  will  not  be  commenced 
until  all  the  rest  are  finished,  and  not  then  unless  the  money  is  subscribed 
to  pay  for  it.  The  cost  of  the  four  buildings  will  be  about  $115,000.  The 
fifth  one  is  estimated  at  $40,000.  These  buddings  are  all  on  the  Indiana  avenue 
property.  No  building  is  as  yet  contemplated  on  the  Michigan  avenue 
lots,  though  the  trustees  hope  that  before  they  have  completed  their  present 
work  some  one  will,  as  a  beautiful  memorial  to  a  departed  relative  or  friend, 
undertake  either  the  erection  of  a  fine  building  to  front  on  Michigan  avenue 
or  the  east  pavilion  on  Indiana  avenue,  on  the  site  of  the  old  building,  which 
we  long  to  tear  down.  When  the  four  contemplated  buildings  are  com¬ 
pleted,  we  will  have  with  the  old  building  105  beds,  kitchen  and  laundry 
accommodations  for  the  fifth  pavilion  and  for  any  pavilions  erected  on 
Michigan  avenue,  an  amphitheatre  for  180  students,  with  large  lecture 
room  for  autopsies,  a  convenient  chapel  and  all  the  administration  rooms 
for  the  whole  scheme  when  fully  completed.  A  full  description  of  the

I  —To  make  the  monthly  collections  in  her  parish,  and  to  report, 
personally  or  in  writing,  at  each  monthly  meeting,  the.  result  of  such 
collection,  and  to  pay  in  the  amount  collected. 

II. — To  endeavor  to  make  up  the  deficiency  in  the  amount  required 
for  current  expenses,  if  any  exist;  and  to  report  what  special  effort  has  been 
made,  to  increase  collections. 

jjj _ To  assist  in  all  efforts  which  the  Board  of  Directors,  as  a  body, 

may  decide  to  make  for  raising  money  for  the  hospital. 

iy  —To  attend  special  meetings  when  notified  of  them, 
y.— To  ask  God’s  blessing  continually  upon  our  work, 
yi  _ To  govern  and  direct  the  Hospital. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY  LAWS. 

— O  F — 

SAINT  LUKE’S  HOSPITAL  AND  ST.  LUKE’S 
FREE  HOSPITAL. 

Passed  at  a  Meeting  Held  Sept.  30,  18S1. 

At  which  all  former  By-Laws  were  Repealed. 


CONSTITUTION.' 

I. 

The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  “St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,”  under  one  charter,  and  “St.  Luke’s  Fiee  Hospital 
under  second  charter. 

II. 

The  object  and  purpose  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  to 
provide  for  the  sick  and  poor  and  to  maintain  a  hospital  therefore 
in  the  city  of  Chicago,  Illinois. 

III. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  Rectors,  Wardens  and  Vestry¬ 
men  of  the  several  parishes  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  city  of  Chicago,  shall  be  “Ex  officio  ”  members  of  said 
Corporation.  Any  person  becomes  an  annual  member,  by  the 
payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  suppbrt  of  the  Hospital. 

IV. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  Ex  officio  visitor  of  the 
Hospital.  It  shall  be  in  his  power  to  investigate  the  affairs  of 
the  Hospital,  and  make  any  suggestions  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
he  may  deem  necessary. 
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V. 

The  officers  of  said  Corporation  shall  be;under  the  direction 
and  control  of  a  Board  of  twelve  Trustees;  nine  of  said  trustees 
shall  be  elected  from  the  rectors  and  members  of  the^Parishes  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation  on  the  festival  of  St. 
Luke’s  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  President  of  the 
Board,  or  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  otherwise  provided 
in  the  By-Laws.  The  trustees  so  elected  shall  elect  a  president 
of  the  Board,  who  shall  be  either  the  rector  of  one  of  the  Par¬ 
ishes  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  city  of  Chicago, 
or  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  said  Church  in  which  said  city 
is  situated.  Said  trustees  shall  also  elect  a  treasurer  and  secre¬ 
tary,  and  the  president,  secretary  and  treasurer  so  elected  shall 
be  Ex  officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Said  board 
shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  arising  in  the  membership 
thereof,  and  to  appoint  and  provide  all  necessary  officers,  agents 
and  committees,  and  do  all  other  necessary  acts  to  effect  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  said  Corporation.  The  trustees  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

VI. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  make  a  report 
of  the  condition  and  affairs  of  the  Hospital  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  at  the  annual  diocesan  convention,  and  an  annual  report 
to  the  trustees  of  the  Hospital  at  some  meeting  designated  by 
them. 


BY-LAWS. 


I. 

The  annual  meeting-  for  the  election  of  trustees,  if  not  held 
at  the  festival  of  St.  Luke,  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  place  and 
the  hour  of  meeting  must  be  advertised  once  in  a  daily  paper  of 
Chicago,  one  week  previous  to  the  meeting. 
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II. 

Meetings  of  the  trustees  shall  be  held  quarterly  on  the  first 
Monday  of  February,  May,  August  and  November.  Other 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  on  his  own  motion,  and 
shall  be  called  at  the  request  of  five  Trustees. 


III. 

All  bills  and  orders  for  money  must  be  approved  by  the 
President,  and  he  must  submit  quarterly  a  full  account  of  the 
financial  and  general  condition  of  the  Hospital. 

IV. 

The  Treasurer  must  submit  each  month  to  the  President  an 
accurate  exhibit  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  and  supply  the 
vouchers.  He  shall  pay  out  moneys,  only  on  the  orders  of  the 
President.  He  shall  submit  an  annual  report  at  the  meeting  for 
the  election  of  trustees. 

,V. 


The  Secretary  shall  perform  all  the  ordinary  duties  of  that 
office. 


VI. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  annually,  on  the  first  meeting  after 
their  election,  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Lady  Directors,  one  at 
least  from  each  Parish  in  Chicago,  to  whom  with  the  President 
and  the  Medical  Board  shall  be  committed  the  internal  manage- 
ment  of  the  Hospital,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  This  Board  shall  make  its  own  laws,  provided  they 
be  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and 
whenever  requested  by  the  trustees,  shall  furnish  any  required 
information. 

VII. 

& 

A  Chaplain,  who  shall  be  a  clergyman  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  in  good  standing,  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

VIII. 


The  Medical  Board  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  shall  consist  of 
an  attending  surgeon,  an  attending  physician,  a  surgeon  oculist 
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an  accoucher,  and  a  pathologist,  which  number  may  be  increased 
on  the  recommendation  of  ,the  Medical  Board.  All  these  are 
•appointed  annually  by  the  trustees  at  an  election  by  ballot.  One 
week’s  notice  of  the  names  to  be  proposed  shall  be  given  to  each 
trustee.  A  representative  of  the  Medical  Board,  shall  have  the 
'privilege  of  attending  any  meeting-  of  the  Trustees  or  Directors, 
but  not  of  voting.  On  complaint  of  the  majority  of  the  Medical 
Board,  the  trustees  may  remove  any  member  of  the  same,  or  on 
their  own  motion,  if  in  their  judgment,  the  good  of  the  Hospital 
■demands  it.  The  members  of  the  Medical  Board  shall  have 
charge  of  the  admission  of  patients,  the  appointment  of  nurses, 
.and  of  all  the  sanitary  and  medical-  regulations  of  the  Hospital. 
They  shall  have  full  power  to  regulate  their  time  of  meeting, 
hours  of  attendance,  appointment  of  consulting  physicians  and 
surgeons,  and  shall  report  once  a  year  at  least  and  oftener,  if 
called  upon,  to  the  trustees  in  regard  to  all  the  work  done  in 
their  departments.  The  appointment  of  resident  physicians  and 
surgeons  shall  be  vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Medical  Board. 

IX. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  can  be  added  to  or  amended 
.at  any  legally  called  meeting.  Notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Sec¬ 
retary  or  President  three  days  before  the  meeting  to  each  trustee 
in  writing,  that  such  and  such  alterations  or  additions  will  be 
proposed.

RULES  OF  ST.  LUKE  HOSPITAL. 


RESIDENT  MEDICAL  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  Resident  Medical  Officers  shall  be  appointed  for  one 
■year,  commencing  April  i,  and  shall  receive  their  appointment 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  after  having  been  examined  and 
recommended  by  the  medical  staff.  Vacancies  occurring  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  shall  be  filled  by  the  Medical  Board. 

2.  The  position  and  authority  of  the  Residents  are  subordi¬ 
nate  and  limited :  They  are  subordinate  to  the  attending  physi¬ 
cians  and  surgeons,  whose  directions  they  are  required  to  receive 
.and  promptly  execute,  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  medical  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  house  they  are  limited  and  defined  by  the  Regulations 
for  the  Government  of  the  Resident  and  the  Hospital. 

3.  They  shall  be  provided  with  rooms,  board,  washing,  fuel 
and  lights  in  the  institution,  under  the  direction  of  the  matron, 
free  of  expense;  nor  shall  he,  in  any  case,  receive  additional  com¬ 
pensation,  unless  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Direction. 

4.  Every  Resident,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
■office,  shall  deposit  a  bond,  with  proper  security,  to  the  amount 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  forfeited  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Hospital  in  case  of  his  dismissal  or  unauthorized  withdrawal  be¬ 
fore  the  expiration  of  the  term,  but  to  be  returned  to  those  who 
serve  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  with  a  certificate  signed  by  the 
President  and  medical  staff  that  he  had,  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
served  one  year  in  the  Hospital. 

5.  No  surgical  operation  whatever,  except  such  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  attending  surgeon,  shall  be  performed  by  the 
Resident,  either  upon  house  or  dispensary  patients,  nor  shall  he 
-employ  any  obstetrical  instruments,  with  a  view  to  delivery, 
unless  under  the  supervision  of  the  accoucher. 

6.  By  the  acceptance  of  his  appointment  he  agrees  to  devote 
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his  entire  professional  services,  and  shall  in  no  case  engage  in 
private  practice,  nor  in  any  other  occupation  apart  from  his  hos- 
y  pital  duties. 

7.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  visit  the  wards  twice  daily  (morn¬ 
ing  and  evening  ordinarily),  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  nature 
of  the  cases  may  demand,  or  the  medical  attendant  may  direct. 

8.  He  shall  have  arranged  the  dispensary  business  before 
the  appointed  hour;  be  promptly  on  hand  to  accompany  the 
medical  attendants  at  their  regular  visits  to  the  wards,  and  as 
much  oftener  as  they  may  require  him;  he  shall  carefully  record 
all  medical,  dietatic,  and  other  directions  of  the  medical  attend¬ 
ants. 

9.  His  first  and  immediate  duty,  after  the  medical  attendant’s 
visit,  shall  be  to  notify  the  Matron  of  the .  medical  attendants’  or¬ 
ders  for  especial  diet  and  whatever  he  may  xequire  of  her  for  the 
patients;  and  immediately  after  that,  to  fill  prescriptions,  distrib¬ 
ute  the  medicines  to  the  nurses,  and  hold  himself  responsible  for 
their  proper  administration. 

10.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  first  treatment  of  patients, 
in  the  absence  of  the  medical  attendant,  and  may  even  modify  or 
change  their  prescriptions,  but  only  when  urgent  reasons  exist 
for  so  doing;  but  he  shall  report  all  such  changes  to  the  attend- 

j/;  in g  physician  at  his  next  visit. 

11.  In  all  cases  requiring  the' immediate  presence  of  any 
member  of  the  medical  staff,  he  shall  furnish  the  Matron  with 
such  notices  as  are  necessary,  to  be  by  her  transmitted  without 
delay. 

12.  He  shall  make  out  monthly  and  annual  reports,  under 
the  directions  of  the  medical  staff;  take  charge  of  and  keep  in 
order  the  medicine  case,  and  all  instruments  and  surgical  appa¬ 
ratus,  and  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Hospital  for  their  loss  or 
abuse.  He  shall  take  accurate  histories  and  notes  of  cases,  when 
ordered ;  carefully  keep  himself  Informed  as  to  the  progress  of 
cases,  the  result  of  treatment,  etc.;  when  required,  perform 
autopsies,  and  visit  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Hospital. 

13.  When  a  patient  is  discharged,  it  is  a  notification  to  the 
Resident  that  no  further  treatment  is  necessary,  and  he  must 
immediately  notify  the  Matron  of  said  discharge. 
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14  He  shall  perform  all  such  other  duties,  in  addition  to  those 
contained  in  the  foregoing  sections,  as  the  medical  attendant  may- 
consider  necessary  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  hospital  and 
management  of  the  patients- 

15  No  dispensary  patients,  except  urgent  ones,  must  be 
received  for  treatment  at  any  other  than  the  appointed  time,  and 
such  cases  must  thereafter  visit  at  the  regular  dispensary  hour. 

16  He  must  arrange  with  care  the  preparatory  details  for 
operations,  before  the  appointed  hour,  and  be  prepared  to  render 
any  assistance  for  which  he  may  be  called. 

in  The  Resident  has  no  authority  to  sign  any  official  paper 
for  any  of  the  medical  staff,  and  he  must  bear  in  mind  that  the- 
Hospital  and  the  patients  are  managed,  not  according  to  the 

wishes  and  ideas  of  the  Resident,  but  according  to  those  of  the 

medical  attendants. 

18.  Insolence  or  insubordinate  conduct  to  any  member  of  the 
Medical  Board,  or  to  any  other  officer,  or  neglect  in  carrying  out 
the  orders  of  the  attending  physicians,  or  any  violation  of  these 
rules,  shall  be  a  cause  for  dismissal. 


MATRON. 

The  Matron  shall  have  the  direction  of  all  employes  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  nurses.  The  responsibility  attached  to 
the  due  preparation  and  distribution  of  the  diet,  and  care  of  bed- 
diner,  linen  and  furniture;  the  cleanliness  of  the  rooms,  the  build¬ 
ing*"  of  fires;  the  cleaning  of  the  floor,  windows,  and  woodwork 
of  the  wards,  which  shall  be  done  as  often  as  necessary,  and 
the  care  of  the  house  in  general  and  of  the  Hospital  grounds  and 

out-houses.  - 

2.  In  supplying  the  patients’  table,  she  shall  conform  strictly 

to  the  diet  table,  and  in  no  case  depart  from  it,  without  being  so 
directed  by  members  of  the  medical  staff,  unless  donations  of 
food  can  be  substituted  for  some  article  or  articles  of  the  regular 

■2  Excepting  the  nurses,  she  shall  engage  and  discharge  all 

servants;  fix  the  wages  of  the  same,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Direction,  or  in  the  interval  of  their  meeting,, 
to  the  Board’s  representative.

4.  She  shall  receive,  at  the  office,  all  patients  having  a 
proper  permit,  and  none  others,  except  urgency  cases,  which  may 
be  received  without  a  permit.  She  shall  take  charge  of  the  pa¬ 
tients’  personal  effects,  preserving  an  inventory  of  the  same,  sup¬ 
ply  clean  clothing,  and  assign  him  or  her  to  such  bed  as  the 
proper  medical  attendant,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Resident  Medi¬ 
cal  Officer  may  designate. 

5.  She  shall  conduct  all  correspondence  relative  to  the  pa¬ 
tients,  under  the  direction  of  the  medical  attendant. 

6.  Breakfast  must  be  one  hour  after  the  first  bell  rings,  viz : 
in  winter  at  7  o’clock,  and  in  summer  at  6:30  o’clock;  dinner  at 
12  o’clock;  tea  at  5  o’clock  in  winter  and  5:30  o’clock  in  sum 
mer.  Breakfast  and  dinner  for  the  attendants  must  be  one  hour 
after  the  patients;  tea  one-half  hour  after  the  patients. 

7.  Fires  and  lights  must  be  extinguished  (except  such  as 
are  necessary)  every  evening  at  8  o’clock,  from  October  1st  until 
March  1st,  and  at  9  o’clock  from  March  2d  until  September  30th, 
inclusive,  in  each  year. 

8.  She  shall  see  that  the  house  is  closed  at  10  o’clock  p.  M. 
and  that  all  employes  absent  after  that  time,  except  by  special 
permission,  remain  out  until  the  house  be  opened  the  following 
morning;  but  that,  in  all  cases,  the  bell  be  answered. 

9.  That  Monday  and  Thursday  be  the  regular  visiting  days; 
but  that  the  Matron  may,  at  her  discretion,  admit  visitors  on 
other  days,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  medical  attendants. 

10.  That  she  make  an  inventory  of  the  hospital  prop¬ 
erty  of  her  department,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rection,  March  31st  and  September  30th,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  the  Board  may  direct. 

1 1.  That  she  lay  before  the  Board  at  each  monthly  meeting, 
an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  for  current  ex¬ 
penses,  and  all  donations.  She  shall  report  all  such  occurrences 
in  her  department  as  may  be  deemed  of  sufficient  importance. 

12.  That  no  money  be  given  by  the  Matron  for  special 
bills,  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  President  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital. 

13.  The  Matron  shall  present  herself  at  the  office  of  the 
Hospital  when  summoned  by  its  officers,  at  any  meeting  for  the 
transaction  of  business  relating  to  the  hospital. 
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14.  She  shall  report  to  the  attending  physician,  or  the  proper 
medical  officer,  any  and  all  violations  of  the  rules  for -the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  hospital,  or  for  the  care  .of  the  patients,  at  his  next 
visit. 

15.  She  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  her  services  ex¬ 
cept  such  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Direction. 

16.  In  all  cases  requiring  the  presence  of  any  member  of  the 
medical  staff,  she  shall,  without  delay,  transmit  to  him  all  notices 
furnished  by  the  Resident  Physician. 

17.  In  case  of  death,  she  shall  send  all  necessary  notification. 

18.  In  the  absence  of  the  Resident  Physician  the  Matron 
shall  receive  and  furnish  necessary  information  to  all  who  may 
apply  at  the  hospital  for  admission1 

NURSES. 

1.  They  shall  faithfully  attend  the  patients  under  their  charge, 
carry  out  to  the  letter  the  directions  of  the  attending  physician  or. 
surgeon,  or  Resident  Medical  Officer,  in  all  that  pertains  to  the 
professional  care  of  the  patients.  They  shall  see  that  the 
patients  conform  to  the  hospital  regulations,  report  to  the  medical 
attendant  or  Resident  any  irregularity  or  disobedience.  In  all 
that  pertains  to  their  own  personal  cleanliness,  the  cleanliness  of 
the  patients,  the  bedding,  patient’s  clothing,  the  wards,  ward 
furniture  and  closets,  they  shall,  in  all  cases,  promptly  obey  the 
directions  of  the  Matron. 

2.  Any  nurse  who  shall  be  negligent  of,  or  generally  inat. 
tentive  to,  his  or  her  duties,  shall  be  discharged. 

3.  They  shall  remove  from  each  ward  the  slops,  make  the 
beds  of  such  patients  as  are  unable  to  make  their  own,  see  that 
all  patients  under  their  care  perform  their  ablutions,  do  this  for 
them  when  necessary,  preparatory  to  the  bringing  of  the  break¬ 
fast  to  the  wards,  and  see  that  the  patients  are  ready  to  go  to  the 
table  when  the  breakfast  bell  rings. 

4.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Matron  they  shall  distribute  the 
ward  meals,  teed  such  patients  as  are  unable  to  feed  themselves, 
and  return  to  the  landing  on  their  respective  floors  the  ward 
dishes  as  soon  as  the  patients  have  eaten. 

5.  Between  the  nurses’  breakfast  hour  and  10  o’clock  a.  m-

they  “must  attend  to  the  dressing  of  wounds,  the  mopping  of  the 
wood  floors,  and  to  the  putting  of  the  wards  in  order  for  the  visit 
of  the  attending  medical  officer,  whom  they  are  always  to  accom¬ 
pany  to  the  wards  at  the  morning  visit,  and  at  any  other  time 
they  may  be  called  upon. 

6.  They  shall  attend  punctually  to,  and  allow  nothing  to  in¬ 
terfere  with,  the  administration  of  medicine  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  medical  officers,  and  only  by  special  permission 
shall  the  patients  be  allowed  to  have  .medicine  in  their  possession. 

7.  Nurses  must  invariably  pass  through  the  front  door  in 
going  from  or  returning  to  the  hospital.  They  shall  not  absent 
themselves  from  the  hospital  or  their  duties  without  permission 
from  the  Resident  Physician,  and  in  no  case  shall  nurses  be 
absent  after  10  o’clock  p.  m.  without  express  permission  from  the 
Resident  Physician.  (See  Sec.  8,  Matron’s  Rules.) 

8.  Upon  the  admission  of  patients  the  nurses  must  attend  to 
their  bathing,  and  in  no  case  must  they  allow  a  bed  to  be  oc¬ 
cupied  without  at  first  having  bathed  or  washed  the  patient  and 
supplied  him  or  her  with  clean  clothing. 

9.  They  shall  see  that  all  the  patients  in  their  respective  wards 
change  their  linen  and  bed  clothing  once  in  a  week,  and  as  much 
oftener  as  the  Matron  may  direct.  They  shall  deliver  soiled 
linen  and  bed  clothing,  accompanied  with  an  inventory  thereof, 
promptly  to  the  Matron  to  be  washed.  The  wards  must  be  well 
ventilated  day  and  night,  and  every  part  of  them,  even  to  the 
smallest  piece  of  furniture,  must  be  kept  absolutely  clean  and  in 
good  condition. 

10.  The  nurses  are  directed  to  be  vigilant  in  guarding  against 
the  loss  or  theft  of  any  article  in  their  wards,  or  the  spoiling  or 
otherwise  destroying  of  bed  clothing,  etc.,  for  all  of  which  they 
shall  be  held  accountable. 

11.  They  shall,  as  soon  as  the  medicines  are  distributed  by  the 
Resident,  carefully  and  punctually  administer  them,  and  return 
the  bottles  when  empty,  well  washed,  to  the  office. 

12.  Whenever  a  patient  dies  in  a  ward,  the  nurse  having  care 
thereof  shall  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  Matron,  and 
deliver  the  clothing  of  the  deceased  to  her  to  be  washed. 

13.  They  shall  suffer  no  persons  occupying  places  in  their 
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wards  to  absent  themselves  during  the  night,  and  in  case  of  any 
persons  so  absenting  themselves,  or  otherwise  behaving  disor¬ 
derly,  the  nurse  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Resident  Physician 
14  They  shall  extinguish  unnecessary  fires  and  lights  at  8 
o  clock  p.  m.  from  October  ist  to  March  ist,  and  at  9  o  clock 
p.  m.  from  March  2nd  to  September  30th,  inclusive,  in  each  year. 

1  c  They  shall  see  that  neither  patients  nor  visitors  bring 
food  or  liquors  to  the  wards,  as  all  such  articles  must  be  delivered 
to  the  Matron,  who  will  give  them  or  not,  according  to  the  di¬ 
rection  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon.  . 

16.  The  attending  physician  and  Resident  Medical  Officer 

only  shall  detail  patients  for  any  special  duty. 

th  In  case  of  dismissal,  the  nurses  shall  receive  one  week  s 
notice  Any  nurse  who,  unauthorized,  shall  leave  the  hosp.tal 
without  giving  one  week’s  notice, 'or  in  that  time  refuses  to  do 
his  or  her  duties,  shall  forfeit  two  weeks’  pay. 

18.  Nurses  shall  not  visit  the  kitchen  without  special  permis- 


PATIENTS. 

1.  Patients  must  not  leave  the  wards  unless  permitted  to  do 

so  bv  the  Resident  Physician. 

2  Must  preserve  good  order  and  neatness  in  their  wards. 

’  No  smoking,  loud  talking,  spitting  on  the  floors  or  stoves 
will  be  tolerated. 

4  Must  not  keep  hats  or  superfluous  clothing  in  the  wards. 
T  Must  occupy  their  own  beds  and  must  not  lie  on  the  outer 
covering,  nor  in  or  upon  the  beds,  with  their  clothing  or  boots 

°n*6  Must  not  leave  the  hospital  grounds  without  permission 
from  the  medical  attendant,  or,  in  his  absence,  from  the  Resident 

Medical  Officer.  ,  ..  , 

h  Must  not  use  vulgar  or  obscene  language  in  the  hospital. 

8.  All  orders  of  the  medical  officers  and  Matron  must  be 

obeyed. 

o  Must  make  all  complaints  to  the  attending  physician. 

10.  Any  patient  willfully  violating  these  regulations  will  be 

discharged. 
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VISITORS. 

1.  No  visitor,  relative  or  friend  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  or  call 
upon  a  patient  or  patients  except  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays, 
between  the  hours  of  2  and  4  p.  m.,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  give  food,  dainties,  liquors,  articles  of  clothing,  medicine 
or  presents  to  the  patients  without  permission  from  the  attending 
physician;  in  his  absence,  from  the  Resident;  in  the  absence  of 
both,  from  the  Matron. 

2.  Visitors  shall  not  make  long  calls  at  any  time,  nor  detain 
patients  from  attending  to  any  of  their  duties. 


CHAPLAIN. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chaplain  to  conduct  all  religious 
seavices  in  the  hospital,  as  arranged  by  the  President  and  him¬ 
self,  at  such  hours  as  may  be  most  convenient  to  all  concerned. 

2.  During  the  service  held  in  the  hall  after  the  morning  and 
evening  meals,  there  shall  be  a  cessation  of  all  work  in  the 
hospital,  and  the  nurses  shall  see  that  patients  remain  silent  and 
in  their  own  wards,  and  have  the  doors  open  in  whole  or  inpart. 

3.  The  attendance  of  patients  at  the  chapel  services  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  already  printed  and  posted.under  the 
head  of  “Chapel  Services.” 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chaplain  to  promote  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  the  patients  in  such  manner  as  may  seem  to  him  ex¬ 
pedient,  in  cases  5  of  patients  in  extremis  being  guided  by  the 
advice  of  the  attending  or  Resident  Physician. 

c  He  shall  visit  patients  in  their  wards  from  10  to  12  a.  m. 
and  from  3  to  5  p.  m.,  at  no  other  time  without  permission. 
Visits  in  the  lying-in  wards  shall  only  be  made  at  such  times  as 
directed  by  the  attending,  physician.  _ 

6  He  shall  receive  clergymen  who  may  wish  to  visit  patients, 
and  patients  desiring  the  spiritual  aid  of  any  other  minister  of 
religion  will  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Chaplain  before  sending 
for  such  aid;  except  in  the  case  of  those  brought  to  the  hospital 
in  extremis. 

7.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  and  news- 
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papers  for  the  use  of  patients  and  others  in  the  hospital,  and  dis¬ 
tribute  them  at  his  discretion. 

8.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  chapel  and  its  furnishings,  and 
direct  the  use  to  be  made  thereof. 
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
